E. P. Ripley, 
president of the 
Santo Fe, was at the head of the 
delegation, with S. M. Felton, pres­ 
ident of the Chicago Great Western, 
and F. A. Delano, president of the 
Wabash, as his backers. 
Roads* Arguments 
It was learned authoritatively that 
the arguments the railroad magnates 
will present to President Taft are as 
follows: 
“First, that the increased tariffs 
to date affect only a minute part of 
the freight service. 
“Second, hat there was no agree­ 
ment of any kind 
whatsoever •be­ 
tween the railroads 
in 
the legal 
sense. 
AU that happened was that 
one railroad gave notice to others 
that it would increase rates and if 
the railroad notified desired to take 
the same step well and good." 
“Third, that the present uncertain­ 
ty of the situation is disastrous to 
the credit of the railroads and is un­ 
dermining the value of securities.** 
The railroad 
presidents declare 
that 
statistics showing 
earnings 
above net expense of maintenance 
are misleading and that railroads in 
order to borrow money must put up 
securities aggregating at least 25 
per cent above the amount borrow­ 
ed. For this reason, they argue, a re­ 
serve is necessary to their credit. 
Former Senator John C. Spooner, 
counsel for a number of mid-western 
railroads, and Walker D. Hines, chief 
counsel for the Santa Fe were here 
today in conference with the railroad 
presidents. 
At the White bouse President Taft 
spent a large part of the day in pre­ 
paring for the visit of the railroad 
men. Senators Crane, Curtis, Depew, 
Brandegee and Bourne were among 
the callers who talked over the sub­ 
ject with him. 
The general impression seemed to 
be that there would be no variation 
from the program of Attorney Gen­ 
eral W ickerham. After a long talk 
with the president, Senator Depew, 
republican, New York, said: 
“The railroads should have pre­ 
sented their case to the interstate 
commerce commission and not pre­ 
cipitately announced a great increase 
in the rates at a time when the coun­ 
try is passing through a period of ex­ 
citement in railroad matters. If the 
railroads were confident they had a 
strong case in relation to the propos­ 
ed increase, with their wage increas­ 
es and surface improvements that 
have been ordered, they could have 
gone to the commission and avoided 
the situation. 
It Is probable that 
when this matter is finally determin­ 
ed, the railroad bill will have become 
a law and the railroads will then be 
forced to submit their proposed in­ 
creases to the commission." 
Heavy Pressure on Market 
NEW YORK, June 6.—The stock 
market was under heavy pressure 
late this afternoon and values crum­ 
bled rapidly under enormous offer­ 
ings of railroad stocks. The market 
had been 
featureless in the early 
dealings. 
Fifteen minutes before the-market 
closed support became evident in St. 
Paul, Union Pacific and Steel with 
the result that the entire list rallied 
from I to 2 points from the lowest 
of the day.
